ABBREVIATIONS;  b  -  born,  d  -  died,  m  -  married,  dau  -  daughter,  sis  - 
sister,  res  -  residence.  These  are  used  without  periods. 

The  numeral  in  parentheses  at  the  right  of  a  name  indicates  the 
generation  to  which  that  person  belongs.  The  first  Jonathan  is  classed 
as  of  the  first  generation.  If  the  reader  keeps  his  eye  on  these 
numerals  he  will  the  more  easily  group  any  certain  household  or  family. 

The  data  in  sections  1,  2,  3  and  5  are  furnished  us  from  the  Enfield 
N.  H.  town  records  by  the  town  historian,  Mrs.  Nellie  L,  Pierce.  The 
items  of  birth,  death  and  marriage  in  section  4  were  also  furnished  by 
Mrs.  Pierce,  although  we  had  already  found  these  in  Child's  Gazetteer. 

Mrs,  Pierce  wrote,  "There  are  many  other  members  of  the  Paddleford 
family  in  our  records,  but  I  have  given  you  the  ones  most  closely 
connected  with  your  line." 

In  order  to  save  space  and  because  nowadays  it  is  not  uncommon  for 
youths  to  attend  high  school,  we  have  omitted  mention  of  high  school 
attendance.  Of  course,  we  could  not  expect  pioneers  to  have  had  the 
opportunity  for  a  high  school  course. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  considerable  number  of  relatives  who  have 
sent  us  data  regarding  their  negligent  kin.  We  would  especially  thank 
Mrs.  Faye  Keller,  who,  although  not  a  blood  relative,  has  in  many  cases 
furnished  us  with  information  about  persons  in  the  Whitted  branch  who 
otherwise  would  have  been  missed.  Irene  Gove  has  given  us  practically 
all  of  the  information  we  have  about  the  Gove  branch.  But  we  cannot  name 
you  all.  So  please  accept  our  thanks. 

Mistakes?  I  hope  not.  But  there  are  almost  certain  to  be  some. 

This  has  been  too  evident  because,  if  in  no  other  cases,  there  have  some 
times  been  variances  when  the  Scime  information  has  come  from  different 
sources.

(Marcy)  Ferman.  ’’Jonathan  Paddleford  was,  if  not  the  first,  among  the 
very  first  settlers.  He  came  to  Enfield  with  an  adult  family  of  sons 
and  daughters  from  Ashford,  Windham  Co.  Conn.,  where  as  early  as  1765  he 
had  purchased  several  pieces  of  land  from  the  original  proprietors  under 
the  Enfield  Charter,  and  removed  to  Enfield  between  that  year  and  1772. 

He  erected  the  second  grist  mill  in  town,  afterward  known  as  Follansbee's 

mills,  on  Moscoma  river,  near  where  the  Shaker  mills  now  stand.” - 

Child’s  Gazetteer  of  Grafton  Co.,  N.  H. ,  1709-1886,”  p.  251. 

Referring  to  Enfield:  ’’Settlement  of  the  town  was  begun  by  Jonathan 
Paddleford,  Nathaniel  Bickford  and  Elias  Bingham.  The  settlement 
progressed  but  slowly,  however,  for  in  1775,  fourteen  years  after  the 
charter  was  granted,  the  population  was  only  fifty,  and  probably  there 
were  not  over  ten  male  heads  of  families.  In  the  following  year  only 
thirteen  male  adults  signed  the  Declaration  of  Loyalty,  none  refusing. 

In  1790,  eleven  years  after  the  close  of  the  charter  difficulties,  the 

population  had  increased  to  750,  or  about  100  families.” - Same 

gazetteer,  p.  243.

Abner 
m  second  Lebanon  1800  Abigail  Fetters. 

6  WILLIAM  PADDLEFORDC 6) ,  son  of  Abner  and  Dorcas,  b  N.  Enfield,  N.  H. 

9  May,  1787;  d  on  his  farm  in  Hannah  twp. ,  Henry  Co.,  Ill.  10  Dec.  1858; 
m  Hannah  Hoit,  dau  of  Thomas  Hoit.  She  b  near  Laconia,  N.  H.  11  May  1790; 
d  on  same  farm  as  above  14  Feb.  1881.  She  had  at  least  two  brothers, 
Benjamin  and  James  S.  The  Enfield  records  show  that  William’s  wife  was 
a  Dole. 

Adapted  from  Chapman  Brothers’  ’’History  of  Henry  County,  Ill.”, 

1885:  William  Paddleford,  his  wife,  six  children,  two  sons-in-law,  and 
four  grandchildren  ”in  November  1837  left  North  Enfield,  N,  H,  for 
Illinois.  The  journey  to  Whitefall,  N.  Y.  was  made  with  private  con¬ 
veyance  and  they  went  thence  on  the  Champlain  Canal  to  Troy,  N,  Y. , 
where  they  took  passage  on  the  Erie  Canal  for  Buffalo.  They  embarked 
there  on  steamer  for  Chicago,  but  because  of  stormy  weather  at  this 
time  of  year  they  landed  at  Fairport  and  proceeded  overland  to 
Steubenville  on  the  Ohio  river,  where  they  again  embarked  on  a  steamer 
and  made  their  way  to  the  Mississippi  and  up  to  Rock  Island.”  It  can 
be  suspected  that  so  far  the  family  had  no  horses  or  conveyances  of 
their  own  on  the  trip. 

They  passed  a  week  on  the  island,  then  came  on  to  Henry  County. 

They  made  their  first  stop  at  Brandenburg’s  Inn  at  Dayton,  just  east  of 
Colona.  Here  they  passed  the  first  year.  The  previous  year,  1836, 
William  Paddleford  had  made  an  advance  trip  to  this  part  of  Illinois 
and  ’’had  bought  160  acres  of  land  in  Henry  Co.,  section  32  and  33,  in 
the  township  there  designated  as  18  in  range  2”,  which  later  was  known 
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as  Hannah  Township.  In  those  days  land  could  be  bought  direct  from  the 
U,  S.  government,  at  $1.25  per  acre.  Tlie  land  office  for  those  parts  was 
at  Galena,  Illinois,  75  miles  to  the  north,  where  payment  had  to  be  made. 
In  1837  there  were  only  58  voters  in  Henry  County,  Ill.  No  railroad 
came  to  Geneseo  until  1854,  the  Rock  Island  R.  R.,  from  Chicago,  ending 
at  Rock  Island.  The  rails  were  strips  of  steel  one  inch  thick,  3  inches 
wide,  spiked  to  planks.  A  spike  would  sometimes  loosen,  the  rail  would 
warp  up  and  puncture  a  car  floor.  The  train  crew  had  to  carry  tools  for 
track  repair. 

V/illiam  built  his  house  "of  the  primitive  pattern  common  in  those 
days  and  situated  on  section  32."  The  cabin  was  covered  with  clapboard 
and  the  lumber  "of  which  the  doors  and  floor  were  made  was  cut  with  a 
*cohip-saw’ ,"  The  family  occupied  the  house  for  several  years. 

From  Hannah  Paddleford’s  obituary:  She  died  at  the  home  of  her  son, 

James  H.  Paddleford,  aged  91  years .  Her  maiden  name  was  Hoit....  The 

farm  was  her  home  for  more  than  42  years.  She  has  4  children  living,  30 
grand,  44  great  grand,  and  5  great  great  grand  children.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Paddleford  were  while  in  the  east  Freewill  Baptists.  Here  there  being  no 
such  society  they  united  with  the  Methodist  church  at  the  old  brick 
church  on  the  bluff  in  this  town.  While  she  had  been  deprived  of  attend¬ 
ing  through  bodily  infirmity,  she  never  failed  on  Sabbath  morning  to 
take  her  bible  and  to  retire  to  her  room  to  read,  meditate  and  pray. 

She  possessed  a  strong  mind  and  a  very  retentive  memory.  She  was  9  years 
old  when  George  Washington  died  and  remembered  attending  a  memorial 
service  in  his  memory  and  the  text  used.

George  Gove  and  his  family  farmed  in  Henry  Co.,  Ill,  until  Sept. 

1877,  when  with  his  family  and  his  aunt  Dorcas  Vifhitted  and  her  family 
(Dorcas  was  only  five  years  older  than  George)  they  moved  to  Kansas. 

George  and  family  settled  in  Harvey  Co.  nine  miles  east  of  Newton  at 
Ebling,  where  they  farmed.  (No  Gove  descendants  are  known  to  exist  in 
that  area  1960.)  In  1901  George  and  his  son  Mark  built  a  two-story 
house  on  Fairmount,  Wichita,  Kans.,  where  he,  his  wife  and  children 
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Mark,  Irene  and  Milda  lived.  James  F.  Kinsey  and  his  family  lived 
about  a  block  away  and  George  and  James  spent  many  hours  discussing 
the  Paddlefords.  Of  course  they  recorded  nothing.  George  wore  his 
hair  parted  on  each  side  and  brought  the  ends  together  in  the  middle 
in  a  roll - quite  distinctive.

One  of  the  girls  taught  in  Alexandria  and  drove  back  and 
forth  from  home.  The  farm  was  bought  by  a  Breems  family,  now  all  dead;

During 
the  California  gold  rush  he  would  shoe  horses  of  those  bound  for 
California— -the  last  chance  before  they  crossed  the  Mississippi  and 
set  out  over  the  "Great  Plains",  Cyrus  invented  a  plow  share  that 
would  turn  the  prairie  sod.  John  Deere  was  then  making  plows  in  Grand 
Detour  and  claimed  the  patent,  A  model  of  the  plow  Cyrus  had  placed  in 
the  patent  office  in  Washington,  There  was  a  lawsuit  and  John  Deere 
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had  more  mt^oey  with  which  to  fight  the  case,  so  John  Deere  won - thus 

goes  the  story.  Deere  wanted  Cyrus  to  go  into  business  with  him,  but 
Cyrus  didn’t  like  Deere’s  ethics  and  refused,  Cyrus  sold  his  home 
and  shop  to  Deere,  and  that  is  where  Deere’s  factory  now  stands.  For 
three  years  Cyrus  manufactured  plows  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  then  moved 
to  Geneseo,  Ill.  In  1881  he  filed  on  a  claim  in  Dakota,  near  where 
Pulton  started,  where  he  died.  His  diary  of  the  venture,  1881-1886, 
is  depressing  to  read.  The  Kinsey  f&rm  was  sold  to  J.  E.  Myers  and  is 
now  the  property  of  A.  M.  Blumenberg,  president  of  the  Fulton  state 
bank.  Republicans,  Congregationalists.  Cyrus  came  from  a  long  line 
of  Quakers,  who  came  over  from  VJales  and  settled  near  Philadelphia

186  JAMES  H.  PADDLEFORD(7) ,  son  of  William  and  Hannah  Paddleford,  b  North 
Enfield,  N.  H.  1828;  d  Geneseo,  Ill.  Sept,  1894.  Edith  Whitted,  wife 
of  Arleigh  Whitted,  sent  us  from  Geneseo  the  legends  on  some  headstones 
in  the  old  Hannah  Center  cemetery.  One  reads,  "Helen  Marie  Wife  of 
J.  H,  Paddleford  died  June  26,  1952,  Age  19  Yrs.  7  Mo.  5  D,"  This 
appears  to  mean  that  James  had  two  wives.  He  m  second  Rachel  D.  Hanna 
15  Sept.  1857,  dau  of  John  P.  Hanna,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Henry 
County.  She  b  in  Hannah  twp,  22  Jan.  1838;  d  at  home  of  her  son  Henry 
W,  Paddleford  in  Lincoln,  Neb.  15  March  1906;  her  body  interred  in  the 
Hanna  cemetery  on  the  farm  where  she  was  born,  where  also  her  husband 
James  was  buried.  Kett's  History  of  Henry  County,  1877,  states  "James 
H,  Paddleford,  farmer,  stock  dealer,  Sec.  4,  P.  0.  Cleveland,  came  to 
Henry  Co.  in  1837;  Dem. ,  Meth. ;  owns  790  acres  of  land,  value  $32,000; 
has  served  as  assessor,  collector,  supervisor  and  town  clerk." 

Chapman's  History  of  Henry  County,  1885,  states  that  James  attended 
school  at  Enfield,  Andover,  Colona  and  one  winter  at  Moline,  and  was  a 
bright  scholar.  "He  is  at  present  the  most  extensive  agriculturist  in 
the  twp.  His  specialty  is  shorthorns.  He  has  filled  the  office  of 
supervisor  ten  terms.  In  1884  he  was  elected  as  representative  to  the 
34th  assembly  of  the  state  of  Ill.  as  a  democrat,  receiving  13,912 
votes.  Was  a  member  of  committees  on  mines  and  mining,,  roads  and  bridges, 
banks  and  banking,  and  drainage."  Part  of  his  farm  was  the  original 
farm  of  this  father,  William  Paddleford.  Mrs.  Edith  Whitted  writes  from 
Geneseo  that  the  third  generation  of  the  buyer  from  the  Paddlefords  is 
on  this  farm  and  that  it  is  in  good  condition.  The  present  owner  is 
Vernon  Jacobson. 

When  the  present  writer  was  four  years  old,  in  1885,  while  his 
mother  and  he  were  in  Geneseo,  James  Paddleford  took  the  two  of  us  out 
to  his  farm  in  a  two  or  three  seated  conveyance.  The  writer  remembers 
how  his  uncle  James  stopped  his  horses  and  let  him  get  out  and  pick 
flowers  to  his  heart’s  content.

Then  engaged  in  ranching 
in  Wyoming.  Came  to  Golden,  Colo,  in  1900  as  teacher  and  was  appointed 

as  superintendent  in  1902  of  a  state  school  for  boys,  which  position  he 
held  until  retirement  in  1924.  He  handled  the  cases  of  more  than  6,000 
boys.  ’’Thousands  of  letters  have  been  received  by  Mr,  Paddleford  from 
former  boys  at  the  school  and  invariably  they  ascribe  their  success  in 
life  to  the  influence  which  he  exerted  over  them,”

Frank  moved  to  Wyoming  and  Henry  lived  in  Lincoln,  Neb,  We  have  sent 
to  the  postmaster  of  Lincoln  two  letters  to  be  given  to  any  two 
Paddlefords,  v/ith  enclosed  stamped  and  addressed  return  envelopes,  but 
nothing  has  come  of  them.  This  is  a  common  practice  of  genealogists.

reports  that  two  Wilbard  brothers  have  the  old  Whitted  farm  near  Geneseo 
and  that  it  is  not  in  "good  shape,"  Six  sons:  William,  Merit,  Frank, 
Silas,  George  Hoyt,  Herbert  Owen.
